22 PAGES OF COUPONS 


Every person in the State will receive 
a book, the issue of which will be 
based on the Register of Population as 
at the 16th November last, and supple- 
mentary measures are being taken to 
provide for the population changes - 
which have occurred since that date. 

About 100 tons of cage were used 
in the production of the books, which 
now are being delivered from the 
printers to the Department of Supplies 
at the rate of about 400,000 weekly. 
Before they will be distributed they 
will have the name, address and regis- 
tration number of each individual 
written on the eover, and a record of 
each book will be compiled. This 
work 1s being performed under contract 
by the Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., who are 
employing a staff of nearly 800 girls 
on the task. They commenced the 
work in mid-February, and it is 
expected to have it completed by mid- 
April. The Post Office authorities will 
undertake the distribution, which is 
jikely to take about ten days or a 
fortnight. 


MANY COUPONS 


The Irish ration book will be com- 
posed of twenty-two pages of coupons, 
each page and each coupon being 
marked with a letter of the alphabet. 
On each of nineteen pages there will 
be twenty-six separate coupons—in 
other words, on the first page the 
letter will be A, and there will be 
twenty-six coupons with the letter A, 
and numbered consecutively from one 
to twenty-six, On each of the remain- 
ing three pages there will be twelve 
separate coupons similarly numbered. 
The serial number of each book will 
appear on the cover, and ib mil be.. 
repeated on each page. , 

When the public receive their books 
they will be expected to regard them 
as a most valuable ion, and in 
the period which will elapse between 
the receipt of the books and the in- 
timation of the rationing of a com- 
modity they will be required to pre- 
serve them intact. When a commodity 
is rationed, a particular page, or pages, 
in the book will be allocated to the 
commodity, and supplies of that com- 
modity will be obtainable only on the 
surrender of the appropriate number 
of coupons from that page to the shop- 
keeper. In certain cases it may be 
necessary to register with a particular 
shopkeeper, and in such instunces 
registration wall be effected by deposit- 
ing with him a specified portion of the 
relevant page and obtaining his signa- 
ture on the inside cover of the book 
to indicate that the page has been 
deposited. 

The general scheme contemplates 
that supplies to traders will on 
the basis of the coupons obtained by 
them from their customers. 


STRAIGHT RATIONING

Should centralisation be introduced 
it will probably divide the sport into 
two zones—one in Southern Ireland, 
where two courses will operate, and 
one in the Metropolitan area, where 
four or five courses will be used. It 
is possible also that’ meetings may he 
held at the Curragh. 

An immediate result will be a drastic 
curtailment of programmes, as if the 
normal amount of races were run on 
fewer courses the tracks would be cut 
to ribbons within a few weeks. There 
will probably be only about two meet- 
ings a year on each course. In England 
at present six courses are operating, 
and meetings are held only three times 
a year, there being eight races at each 
meeting. 

“These new restrictions will mean 
tremendous hardship to all who are 
connected with racing, from the book- 
makers to the grooms,”’ a well-known 
racing man told a reporter yesterday.

. PRIVATE MOTORING TO END 


ON APRIL 30th 


THE Government's determination that the cessation of petrol 
allowances to private owners on April 30th will bring 
private motoring to an end will be expressed in special steps 


to see 


that no motor car which is not engaged on national or 


essential work will be allowed on the road. 


This decision, an “ Irish Times “ 


representative writes, 


will virtually put an end to the black market in petiol, 


In the light of the new development 
the motorist who has managed to put 
away a supply of petrol against a 
summer day might as well decide now 
to derive the best possible) benefit from 
it during the next five weeks, because 
after the end of April he will not be 
allowed to take his car on the road. 
it is understood that the view which 
prompts the decision is that it will be 
in the national interest to ensure that 
available stocks will be used for essen- 
tial purposes, and that any person who 
has built up a stock of petrol, however 
small, is not entitled to use it, because 
it was obtained on the understanding 
that it was a normal current require- 
ment. 


ESSENTIAL SERVICES 


It is learned also that the category 
in which certain motorists will receive 
a considerably curtailed supply of 
petrol for their work—those who come 
under ‘‘essential services,” such as 
doctors, clergymen, taxi owners, etc.— 
will not include such classes as retired 
clergymen, teachers, clerical or lay; 
members of professional staffs, and 
generally those for whom the use of a 
car is not absolutely necessary. 

During the past week growing dis- 
satisfaction among motorists, who have 
expressed their feelings and grievances 
in the Zrish Times, has resulted in hun- 
dreds of letters to the Government 
pleading for the private motorist, and 
reflecting the opinions ventilated in 
these columns recently. It ean be 
stated authoritatively that the fears 
that some motorists would be able to 
continue on the road with the aid of 
the black market néed no longer be efi: 
tertained, because a radical change is 
introduced into the system on 
which petrol is- being distributed. At 
present the ration 1s based on the 
horse-power; in the future those 
motorists in the special class who will 
be afforded a small quantity of 
petrol to carry on essential work will 
receive it only after fully proving the 
purpose for which it is required. It 
is likely, indeed, that he will be obliged 
to present himself before a Peace Com- 
missioner and make a detailed state- 
ment in writing concerning the business 
for which the petrol is to be used. 


COMMERCIAL “CUT” 


The suggestion was made in the 
Irish Times last week that black 
market supplies were being obtained 
from commercial concerns, and that, 
consequently, the allowance for com- 
mercial vehicles should ba reduced to 
80 per cent. It is now possible to 
state that the reduction in the 
allowances to these vehicles will be 
much more drastic than twenty per 
cent., and that, in fact, the cut will 
make it very difficult for a grent many 
commercial owners to carry on business 
at all. It also was suggested that only 
about fifty to sixty per ceut. of the 
FS allowed to tractor owners was 
eing used for tractor work, but, in 
fact, tractors are run mainly on kero- 
sene, and the amount of petrol granted 
in respect of them is equivalent to two 
gallons for each fifty gallons of kero- 
sene, and is required for priming. 

The possibility that owners of com- 
mercial vehicles might, in consequence 
of the banning of motoring and the 
curtailment of transport generally, on 
occasions undertake the carriage of 
passengers to special events has been 
envisaged, and it is intended that in 
any instance where a breach of the 
existing law in this respeot is detected, 
not merely will the owner be liable to 
the legal penalty involved, but he will 
have his right te a petrol allowance 
entirely withdrawn. 


PRODUCER GAS 


In motoring circles last night the new 
decision was received with resignation. 
“The British people have heen decent 
and fair-minded about it,” said one 
prominent motorist, “and if they can- 
not have it for themselves, how can 
we expect to have it.’’ 

A point in which the moter trade is 


interested directly as a result of the’ 


decision is whether motorists who are 
fortunate enough to acquire one of a 
limited number of new producer gas 
plants which can. operate without 
bas even for starting purposes, will 
e allowed to drive their cars on them. 
This, of course, presumes the economy 
of installing a plant to work out the 
life of the tyres. The production of 
these plants is strictly limited because 
of the difficulty of securing the raw 
materials, and the number which can 
be produced is relatively small. It is 
felt in official quarters that it is un- 
likely that. those with such plants will 
be permitted to motor while others 
who have set aside their ration for 
March and April in order to have a 
holiday in August are prohibited from 
taking out their cars.

AXIS LOSSES IN 
MEDITERRANEAN 


11 VESSELS SUNK BY 
BRITISH SUBMARINES 


A BRITISH Admiralty statement 

yesterday states that two 
U-boats, two supply ships, six 
schooners and a motor vessel carry- 
ing troops have been successfully 
attacked by H.M. submarines in the 
Mediterranean. | 

“ An Italian U-boat of the Argonauta 
Class,” the communiqué continues, 
‘‘ has been torpedoed and sunk in the 
southern approaches to the Straits of 
Messina by a submarine under the 
command of Lieutenant-Commander E. 
A. Woodward, R.N. An attempt to 
rescue survivors from the U-boat who 
were struggling in the water was inter- 
fered with by enemy aircraft and had 
to be abandoned. 

‘A large and pc: ke on 
supply ship has been torpedoed by the 
same submarine. This supply ship was 
almost certainly sunk. 

‘* Six large schooners, one of which 
was flying the Nazi flag, and a motor 
vessel crowded with enemy troops, have 
been sunk by one of our submarines 
under the command of Commander J. 
W. Linton, D.S.C., R.N. -All these 
enemy vessels were sunk by gunfire. .

Miers, D.8.0., R.N. This submarine 
was engaged by enemy shore batteries 
on the Albanian coast, but suffered no 
damage or casualties. 

“A large new Italian U-boat, 
Ammiralgio Millo, has been sunk off 
Salo Point, Calabria, Southern Italy, 
by a submarine under the command of 
Lieutenant P. R. H. Harrison, D.S.C., 
R.N. This action was witnessed by 
watchers on the Italian coast, and while 
His Majesty’s submarine was engaged 
in picking up survivors she was sub- 
jected to ineffectual machine-gun fire 
from the land.” 


CRUISER SUNK, SAYS 
ROME 


A cruiser and a shi 
were sunk in the editerranean on 
Sunday, when Italian ‘planes attacked 
a convoy of transports attempting to 
reach Malta, says the Italian News 
Agency. Torpedo-carrying ‘planes were 
stated to have launched “ an attack in 
successive waves.” Signor Gayda, in the 
Giornale d'Italia, said that the convoy 
consisted of five cruisers, seven 
destroyers and eight or ten transports.

BIG ITALIAN LINER 
“ PLASTERED” 


“UNDOUBTEDLY SUNK,” 
SAYS NEW YORK REPORT 


According to reports, the Italian 
liner, Victoria (13,098 tons) had been 
‘plastered by aerial torpedoes and 
says Associated 
Press in a message from New York. 
The reports said that British ‘planes 
surprised the liner near Tripoli, and 
scored direct hits with torpedoes and 
bombs. She was burning fiercely when 
the British ‘plunes left. 

The Italian luxury motor-liner 
Victoria was the fastes‘ in the world 
when she made her maiden voyage in 
1931, adds the Press Association. She 
was also the largest motor-liner in 
service in the Mediterranean at the 
time; and sailed between Venice and 
Alexandria. Her high speed made the 
journey from London to Alexandria 
possible in ninety hou;s. At the time 
she was descri as a cruiser-like 
ship, and belonged to the Lloyd 
Triestino Company. She was launched 
by Countess Ciano, whose husband 
was then Italy’s Minister of Transport.

BRITISH AND U.S.’PLANES 
IN KHARKOV AIR FIGHTS 


i 


RITISH Hurricanes. and Ameri- 
. can fighter aircraft, flown by 
Russian pilots, have figured in suc- 
cessful air battles fought over 
Kharkov. Details are lacking, but 
another report discloses that United 
States Airacobra “planes are already 
in use on some sectors, while others 
follow them to the front in readiness 
for the Red Army’s spring offen- 
sive. 

The Russian airmen are highly 
pleased with these American machines, 
which are credited with a speed ex- 
ceeding 400 miles per hour, arid are 
said to be the heaviest cannon-armed 
fighters in the world. They rate them 
as superior in control, armament and 
speed to all types of Messerschmitts. 


RUSSIAN PRESSURE 


Meanwhile, the relentless operations 
of the Soviet troops against German 
key-points around Leningrad, Staraya 
Russa, in the Rzhev-Vyazma salient, 
and from Bryansk—featuring in the 
news again—to the Kerch Peniusula. 
continue. On the central front General 
Zhukov has liquidated three more fort!- 
fied German-held localities, and 
German losses are maintained on a 
large scale. Near Rzhev the isolated 
“pocket ' 130 miles north-west of 
Moscow, which for some weeks has 
depended largely on air supplies, more 
strategic centres have been re-occupied, 
and the town itself, like Vyazma, is, 
from all accounts, nearing the end of 
its resistance. 


THE GERMAN LINE 


According to German reports, a tank 
division has been engaged in offensive 
operations on the central front for 
several days, and a breach of the Russian 
positions—constructed in ‘great depth in 
the snow—is claimed. Last week Berlin 
used the term ‘‘hedgehog’’ to de- 
scribe the strong centres of resistance, 
against which the Russian troops, 
it was said struck in vain. Last might 
a semi-official commentator said the 
German line is ‘‘ comparable with a 
rubber band, which gives here and 
there in order to recoil and form 
dangerous loops, in which the attack- 
ing Russians are caught and entangled, 
for final success to fall always to the 
Germans.’’—(P.A. and Reuter.) 


FINNISH TROOPS 
CUT UP 


Two attempts by detachments of 
a Finnish troops to penetrate the 
viet lines and destroy military 
objectives on the Karelian front have 
been routed, reports a front-line corre- 
spondent of Red Star, quoted by 
Moscow Radio. Finnish skiers tried 
first to penetrate the line along an ice- 
bound lake and destroy military 
objectives. The Russians allowed them 
to reach the shore and to advance some 
se, 
and launched a sudden attack, anni- 
hilating practically the whole Finnish 
detachment. 
Almost simultaneously in another 
sector a Finnish detachinent, about 100 
strong, infiltrated into the Soviet rear.

LAW OF LIBEL 


The suggestion that the present law 
of libel in this country needs reform 
was made by a solicitor who, with a 
barrister, Mr. Noel Hartnett and Mr. 
Michael Farrell, took part in a dis- 
cussion broadcast from Radio Eireann 
last. night. . 

He said that while it was important 
that there should be a law of libel in 
any country which had a free press 
and free. speech for the ordinary 
citizen, the present law of libel worked 
unfairly against innocent, indeed, well- 
meaning men. 

Mr. Hartnett earlier said that the 
mere ease with which a libel action 
could be won and the great difficulty 
in winning a slander action served as 
a shield Gor malicious people. This 
was reaching dimensions so pig that 
they now used the term “ whispering 
campaign ” to describe the process. It 
was happening in this country. 
Politicians and people in the public eye 
were often objects. 

The solicitor argued that the rule 
that damage must be proved should 
apply to libel. The fact that it did 
not apply led to too many libel 
actions. 
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CANBERRA, Monday. — A com- 
munigué issued by Mr. Curtin, 
Commonwealth Premier, says that 
Wyndham (Western Australia) was 
raided for ten minutes this morning by 
a medium force of Japanese bombers.

BURMA AIR BATTLES 


NEW DELHI, Monday—Ten Japanese 
‘planes were destroyed by the R.A.F. in 
a raid on the aerodrome at Mingaladon, 
in South Burma, on Saturday, says an 
Allied Headquarters communiqué, which 
states: “ On March 21 R.A.F. bombers, 
escorted by fighters, made a successful 
raid on Mingaladon Aerodrome. Ten 
Japanese aircraft were destroyed. Our 
bombers were attacked by enemy 
fighters. They returned the fire and 
shot down one navy ‘ QO’ in flames, and 
an army ‘97’ disintegrated in the air. 
Two additional ‘planes were also pro- 
bably destroyed by them. Our fighters 
engaged the enemy fighters and brought 
down five army ‘97s.’ They then 
machine-gunned the aerodrome, destroy- 
ing one Japanese bomber and two 
fighters on the ground. Several more 
were damaged. One of our fighters 
crashed, but the pilot was saved.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


CHINESE IN ACTION 
CHUNGKING, Monday. — The 


Chinese war communiqué gives the 
first details from the Chinese side of 
the major clash between the Chinese 
Expeditionary Force and the Japanese 
in Burma on Friday. ‘‘On the morn- 
ing of March 20 strong Japanese 
forces advanced northwards from Pegu 
along the railway towards the Chinese 
positions in the vicinity of the Pyu 


River,” it states. “The Japanese 
forces launched an attack in strong 
force. The Chinese expeditionary 


forces in Burma greeted the Japanese 
assault with strong counter-attacks. 
Meanwhile, the Chinese wings moved 
forward for an encircling movement, 
attacking the Japanese flanks and in- 
flicting over 200 casualties on the 
Japanese, including several officers. 
The Chinese troops also captured 
large quantities of Japanese military 
supplies and equipment. Chinese and 
Japanese troops continue to oppose 
Bo other at points in the vicinity of 
yu.”

Above all, 
steps ought to be taken to put an 
end to the so-called ‘‘ black 
market,’’ the existence of which 
enables the rich man to satisfy his 
needs—at a price—while the poorer 
citizen has no choice in the matter, 
He simply must do without. White 
flour is a notorious case in point. 
This commodity is being sold openly 
in the city of Dublin at an average 
price of 1s. 2d. a pound. Where 
does it come from? The millers 
of Eire are stopped from its manu- 
facture under the heaviest penalties. 
Yet it is sold without let or hindrance 
at a manifestly exorbitant price, and 
those who can afford—or are willing 
—to pay for it can enjoy the luxury 
of white bread, while their less 
fortunate fellows find difficulty in 
the satisfaction of their modest 
demands for ordinary bread. Under 
a properly organised system of 
rationing such anomalies would be 
impossible. In Great Britain, where 
the gaps between wealth and poverty 
are far greater than they are here, 
an honest attempt is being made by

To commemorate the bicentenary of 
Handel’s visit, to Dublin in the winter 
pf 1741-42 a recital from the great 
composer's works was given in $t. 
Stephen 's Church, Upper Mount street, 
Dublin, last-night. The outstanding 
feature of the programme was the 
singing by the combined choirs of St.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


My old colleague, “J. A. P.,” now 
Editor of the Connacht Tribune, writes 
me a most interesting letter :— 

The Belfast Night Workers’ Club 
seems to have changed considerably 
since 1 was a member twenty golden 
years and a bittock ago. In my time 
it was housed on the second floor of a 
building next to the Northern Whig 
office in Corporation street, near the 
Albert Memorial, and consisted of one 
long, low-ceilinged room and a 
smaller room, with windows in Cor- 
poration street and Waring street. . . 
The bar was at the end of the long 
room, with only a wall separating it 
from the Whig sub-editor’s room, but 
I can contradict emphatically the re- 
port that there was a sliding panel in 
that wall, or even a tube. 

I never heard of bottles of whiskey 
being given free to every winner of a 
turkey in the Christmas draw. Yon 
got one chance for a bob (not five 
shillings), and you could invest as 
many shillings as you liked. On the 
night before the draw, which generally 
took place on the morning before 
Christmas Eve, two specially selected 
men, usually printers, mounted guard 
over the prizes to ensure that the rats 
didn’t banquet upon the poultry. It

others. We announce to-day that 
after April 30th private motor- 
ing in Eire will come to an 
abrupt end. After that date no 
motor car that is not engaged on 
national, or “ essential,” work will 
be allowed on the roads. Those car- 
owners who have been saving up 
their monthly allowances of petrol, 
which have been obtained in a 
perfectly legal way, will find them- 
selves left with their stocks on their 
hands. We presume that: some 
arrangement will be made whereby 
these people will be enabled to recoup 
themselves for their expenditure by 
the re-sale of their petrol to the 
Government or some other authority. 
With those ‘“‘others’’ who have 
been driving coaches and fours—or 
luxurious motor cars—through the 
official regulations we have no 
sympathy of any kind. These people 
have been diverting petrol obtained 
for commercial and industrial 
purposes to private ends. They have 
been taking the fullest advantage of 
the “ black market,” and it is high 
time that their motor cars should be 
driven from the roads. Admittedly, 
the new plan will cause hardship to 
many, just as the system of general 
rationing may result in individual 
injustices; but on balance the com- 
munity will benefit, and, after all, 
that is really what matters.

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IRELAND’S RIGHT TO BE 
NEUTRAL 


PREVENTION OF CIVIL WAR 


Rev. 8. J. Brown, S.J., chairman 
of the Catholic Association for Inter- 
national Relations, speaking at the 
Association’s general meeting in Jyry’s 
Hotel, Dublin, last night, said that 
by joining either side they would toose 
civil war on Ireland or at least 
serious civil disorder. 

The present Government of Eire had 
no mandate to involve the country in 
war, and it was very doubtful if the 
Dail could, or would, give it such a 
mandate. The alternative would be a 
general election, and the probability 
was that neither belligerent would 
wait for the result. Ireland had as 
much right to remain neutral as 
Portugal; she was not bound to give 
reasons for her neutrality. Whatever 
about the original rights or wrongs of 
the conflict, the war aims of the 
belligerents had little or no appeal to 
Irishmen. 

It could hardly be sad that 
Christianity was a real issue in the 
war. Neither side was particularly 
interested in Christianity as such. 


Senator Desmond Fitzgerald said 
that he was in favour of LEire’s 
neutrality. The Government had to 


consider the well-being of the people, 
and it would be disastrous for us to be 
in the war. But the Government made 
the mistake of thinking that because 
the country was neutral the people 
should make their minds a blank and 
form no opinions. The Government 
did. not realise the distinction 
hetween. the State and the individual. 
It was totalitarianism for the State to 
suggest that when there was an official 
State policy the individual should not 
form a separate judgment, or suggest 
that when he had formed a judgment it 
should appear that he, in fact, had 
formed no such judgment. There 
should not be unlimited freedom of 
speech. There could be statements 
made which would be dangerous to the 
common good of our people. 

If we entered into the war as pro- 
tagonists of democracy we should be 
unjustified. We have a right to judge 
what form of government is best suited 
for the people of this country. To 
wage war on another country in order 
to insist that it adopt one form of 

vernment rather than another would 
es an act of injustice.’
